The US. Coast Guard Academy 
has announced it is accepting and 
processing applications for ap- 
pointment as Cadet, US Coast 
Guard Class of 1978. 


Appointments are made solely 
on the basis of an annual nation- 
wide competition, with no con- 
gressional appointments or geo- 
graphical quotas. Competition is 
based on the candidate’s high 
school rank, performance on the 
College Entrance Examination 
Board Scholastic Aptitude Test, 
and leadership potential as dem- 
instrated by participation in ex- 
tra-curricular activities, commun- 
ity affairs or part-time employ- 
ment while in high school. 

To qualify for the competition, 
an applicant must be unmarried 
and have reached his 17th birth- 
day, but not his 22nd, by July 1, 
1974. 

Minimum educational require- 
ment is a high school diploma. 
However, high school seniors as- 
surred of graduation by June 30, 
1974, are eligible to compete pro- 
vided they have at least 15 cred- 
its by that time. 

Applicants must have complet- 
ed three units in English, three in 
mathematics (including algebra 
and plane or coordinate geometry 
or their equivalents), and must 
fulfill the basic - physical and 
moral requirements. 


Aid For Defective 


\FHA Homes In Bill 


Some 340,000 homeowners who 
have been stuck with defective 
FHA houses, will be given the 
right to file claims for repairs 
by one of the housing amend- 
ments introduced recently by 
Senator Alan Cranston and ap- 
proved by the Senate: 

The Cranston amendment will 
unfreeze $72 million to provide 
low-interest loans to rehabilitate 
some 12,258 older housing units 
awaiting rehabilitation. 

“Anyone who buys an FHA in- 
sured home has every right to ex- 
pect that on the day he moves 
in, his home will be in decent, 
safe and sanitary condition,” 
Cranston said. ‘Instead, thous- 
ands of Americans buying FHA- 
approved homes have had their 
expectations shattered when they 
discovered that the FHA had not 
protected them from buying 
homes with faulty wiring, un- 
safe and leaky roofs, defective 
furnaces, inoperative plumbing, 
and cracked foundations. 

“Many homeowners who get 
stuck with these defective homes 
cannot afford the repairs, and 
consequently are forced to de- 
fault on their mortgages.” 

It is estimated that since Aug- 


ust, 1969, some 345,000 people 
have purchased defective FHA 
homes.

Cancer Patients 
Need Life-Savers 


“Lifesaving” volunteers are 
needed to drive cancer victims to 
and from doctors’ appointments 
and hospital therapy treatments, 
according to Mrs. Arnold Linden, 
Volunteer Transportation Coor- 
dinator for the Alameda Cancer 
Society. 


With summer vacation here, 
Mrs, Linden points out that many 
regular volunteers are off on hol- 
iday, making the need for assist- 
ance even greater than before. 
Currently, in the metropolitan 
area, there are three cases who 
desperately need transportation, 
and each day brings more re- 
quests for help. 


Often, Mrs. Linden explains, 
the call involves a one-car fam- 
ily — father can’t take time off 
from work, yet mother or a child 
must have treatment. Other ex- 
amples includes a 3% year old 
child who must have treatment 2 
days a week — the parents have 
no car and no money. 


A mother, with two small chil- 
dren, has exhausted her finan- 
cial resources but must have 40 
days of consecutive special treat- 
ment, followed by periodic visits 
for over a year to forestall the 
spread of cancer. 


A gentleman in his early 90's, 
cheerful but concerned, needs 
treatment ,but is unable to cope 
with buses and much walking. 

Many of the patients have ex- 
pressed their deep appreciation 
of the volunteers’ help, such as 
one who wrote: “Each contact 
wit hdifferent kind, sympathetic 
drivers was inspirational and a 
revelation to me. I’m mending be 
cause of their time, ‘help and rap- 
port.” 

“We've kept many patients 
alive, we feel,” says Mrs. Linden, 
proudly, ‘‘and with more volun- 
teers — we could save still more 
lives.” 

Mrs. Linden is asking anyone 
who can spare a few hours a

Polio Epidemics 
May Not Be Over 


Polio epidemics — a national 
scourge not more than 15 years 
ago — could happen again, says 
California’s heaitn director, Dr. 
J. M. Stubblebine. 

“Immunization of children, es- 
pecially pre-schoolers, against 
potentially dangerous level.’ the 
potentially dangerous level, the 
State director noted. 

He estimated that 27 per cent 
of the children in the State, ages 
1 to 4, have not received adequate 
polio immunization. (In order to 
achieve a 90 per cent immune 
level, 221,000 children need to 
receive at least two doses of 
vaccine, he said). 

“With schools reopening next 
Stubblebine said, 
is essential to remind parents 
that the state law requires proof 
of polio immunization before a 
child may be admitted to school 
in California,” 

Alameda County has been free 
of paralytic polio cases since the 
mass polio immunization pro- 
gram of 1962, according to Dr. 
Horton Nelson, County Health 
Officer. ‘‘However, there could be 
chlidren, and adults too, para- 
lyzed from polio, if they fail to 
obtain the Sabin oral vaccine 
which prevents this disease,” the 
Doctor warns.
